Many of 
America's greatest contributions to numismatic scholarship first appeared in the pages of this most 
important publication. Crosby’s classic works on large cents, parts of his Early Coins of America, Frey's 
Dictionary of Numismatic Names, Edgar Adams’ extensive work on California pioneer gold coins and, later 
on, the scholarly, still indispensable studies on ancient Greek coins by Newell, Baldwin Brett and others are 
but a small sampling. For American researchers, however, the Journal is most interesting for the reminis¬ 
cences and other fascinating tidbits of information to be found in the earlier volumes, much of which is 
virtually unknown today except among the select few fortunate enough to possess a set of this very scarce 
storehouse of knowledge The history of the Journal which appears in volume 41 states it well: "The history 
of the Journal, if it could be given in detail, would be a history of American numismatics."

Ex libris American Numismatic Society, the gift of Mrs. Robt. J. Eidlitz. Son of a buckle manufacturer, 
Thomason was apprenticed to Messrs. Bolton and Co., of Soho, at age sixteen. Taking over the family 
business in 1793 he soon "added a department for the making of medals, tokens, and coins, of gold, silver, 
bronzed, &c.” His inventions were numerous, including everything from “machinery, worked by a small 
steam engine, and all fixed in a fire-ship, to steer herself into the enemy's harbours. ..(and) set fire to the 
enemy's fleet" to “the sliding toasting fork...common now in all the shops.” In 1832 he was knighted by 
William IV, largely in appreciation for his 1830 production of sixty large silver medals depicting biblical 
scenes. Sets of his "Medallic Bible” were presented to all the principal rulers of Europe and many such 
honors were accorded him. Base metal sets were also issued along with many other numismatic 
productions. The Memoirs are particularly valuable as a record and source of information on these 
numerous numismatic endeavors and, also, are virtually the only source of information in The Dictionary 
of National Biography listing. Rarely offered.

(200.00) 
Despite the execrable condition, a most interesting volume filled with important annotations, presumably 
made by Lyman Haynes Low, whose knowledge of Latin American numismatics was unsurpassed at the 
time. Loosely laid in are two letters from Samuel Smith, Jr., also an advanced student of the series. The first, 
dated Liverpool, 28th Oct. 1893, is apparently addressed to Scott Stamp & Coin Co. (Low's employer at the 
time) and thanks them for The copper catalogue”, followed by a note on the meaning of N.R. (not “Nicaragua 
as A. Heiss gave it; but Santa F§ de Bogota."). The second letter, dated Liverpool, 13 Jany. 1894, is 
addressed specifically to Low and consists of a single sheet folded in half and written on both sides. In it, 
Smith enumerates, among otherthings, the merits of Companer's 1891 Indicator Manual de la Numismatica 
Espafiola in considerable detail and also comments: “How do you like the new English coins? I am much 
pleased with them especially in proof condition, but they have the fault of all modern issues, very low relief. 

I cannot say that I admire your new coins, Columbian & ordinary as well ." A unique volume of great historical 
importance.
